the Standard Oil Company of Ken- 
tucky pointed out that the con- 
struction of the tank truck is such 
that its capacity is governed by 
capacity of the tank with which it 
is equipped and that when the tank 
is filled it can carry no more. AS 
a result the commission has decided 
that the capacity will be based on 
the capacity of the tanks on the 
trucks when under full load, this 
weight determining the legal capac- 
ity of the truck. 

The other exemption was in the 
case of the Louisville Railway 
Company, which operates motor 
buses in Louisville, which do not 
come under control of the bus 
commissioner of the state, as they 
are not operated as between fixed 
points over state highways. 

An agreement was made whereby 
the truck license tax on these buses 
will be based on the capacity ar- 
rived at, in figuring 150 pounds to 
each seat, which is believed to be 
a fair average weight for the pas- 
sengers carried.

HERE are few old saws with more inherent truth in 
them than the ancient one anent familiarity breeding 
contempt. As soon as the human mind learns to accept any 
fact or condition as an every day affair, it ceases to impress. 
The miracle of the human body with its countless functions,

Speaking recently of the grade-crossing problem, Sir

While the 
signs he suggests may seem flippant, their very strangeness 
would impress their warning on the motorist’s mind as 
the traditional “Stop, Look and Listen” never can do again.

Co-operative Buying 
URING the past few years there has been a definitely 
defined trend among American farmers toward Co- 

cperative buying. The noble agriculturists have found that 
by pooling their buying power they can get better prices for 
commodities that they must purchase than if they go into 
the open market as individuals. 

This trend toward co-operative buying has even ex- 
tended to the purchase of gasoline and lubricants. In several 
sections of the country associations of farmers have started 
fuel stations by means of small stock issues. The shares are 
usually sold at $25 each. The members purchase their sup- 
plies from the association station and receive back part of 
the purchase price in dividends. One such concern did a 
business of $260,000 in its first year and $400,000 in its 
second. Another paid its members $98,287 in dividends.

Dr. Morris S. Viteles and Helen M. Gardner of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania have just completed a survey of 
this kind in what is called ‘fa large Eastern city.” The 


University of Pennsylvania is in Philadelphia. The survey 
extended from March 1, 1927, to February 28, 1928, a full 
year. The drivers under scrutiny were men and women 
drivers for a taxicab company. The compilation shows that 
the women were responsible for 0.767 accidents per 1,000 
miles of travel and the men for 0.257 accidents in the same 
distance. From another angle the women were responsible 
for 5.063 accidents per $1,000 in revenue turned in and the 
men 1.449 accidents per $1,000. 

The result of this survey would seem to indicate that 
women drivers need more careful training than men, at 
any rate, before they are turned loose on the streets of a 
city. Data of this kind is valuable because we must have 
every possible scrap of information to help us in solving 
our traffic tangle.

HIGH POWER INCANDESCENT 


Device Claimed to Be Boon 
To Aviation Landing Field

A practical method for 





removing the black deposit which gradually collects on 


the inner surface of high-power incandescent 


lamps has 


been announced by the General Electric Company of this city. 


This discovery is of particular 
interest to aviation because of the 
rapid deterioration of the high- 
powered bulbs used on _ flying 
fields. 

Bulb blackening has always been 
a significant factor in determining 
the life of all incandescent 


lamps, and, owing to the large fila- 
ment in high-intensity gas-filled 
lamps, the factor has been most im- 
portant. The rising gas in such a 
lamp carries along evaporated tung- 
Sten, which is deposited on the 
cooler top and sides of the bulb. 
This tungsten “soot” both absorbs 
considerable light and radiates heat 
In time the glass undergoes devitri- 
fication, and finally the glass be- 
comes so hot that the bulb becomes 
ill-shaped and useless. 

The new deposit-remover a 
tablespoonful of coarse tungsten 
powder, placed inside the lamp 
before it is sealed. After the lamp 
has become blackened from use, 
the operator needs but to remove 
the lamp from its socket, invert it, 
and “sweep” the filament deposit 
off the inner glass surface. The 
lamp is thereby restored to its 
former efficiency, as good as new.

With the bulb-blackening diffi- 
culty practically removed, the 
lamp filament may be heated 


much nearer to its melting point, 
without endangering the bulb and 
without shortening the customary 
100-hour life for which the lamps 
are designed. 

The new method for cleaning the 
inside of the bulbs has been applied 
to several high-intensity lamps, in- 
cluding the 1,500-watt, 32-volt; the 
3,000-watt, 32-volt; the 5,000-watt, 
115-volt, and the 10,000-watt, 110- 
volt lamps for aviation service; and 
the 5.000 and 10,000 watt, 115-volt 
lamps for motion picture studios.

Effect of Heat Variation on Engine 


Efficiency Discussed by Janeway 


combustion engines 
cannot_ realize their theoretical 
efficiency because of variation in 
the specific heat, which in theo- 
retical studies is usually considered 

to be constant, asserted Robert N. 

Janeway, a consulting engineer, in 

an address at a recent meeting 

of the Detroit section of the So- 
ciety of Automotive Engineers. 

Turbulence of the fuel and air 
mixture, which is credited with being 
a help in eliminating detonation, 1s 
considered by Mr. Janeway to be 4 
function of the intake velocity rather 
than pf combustion chamber design. 
and he holds that the form of the 
combustion chamber has greatest ef- 
fect at full throttle and high speed. 
Its effectiveness is due to its influ- 
ence in cooling the portion ef the 
unburned gas during the combustion 
period, and that is influenced by the 
location of the spark plug. The 
best effect is found when the last of 
the mixture to be burned is con- 
tained in the thin space between 
the piston and cylinder head that 
is secured in the offset cylinder- 
head. design. 

Since the piston forms one side of 
this space, piston cooling has a very 
great effect on detonation. said M1 
Janeway. While the exhaust valve 
is often the hottest part of the com- 
bustion chamber, its effect on de- 
tonation can be overcome by correct 
location of the spark plug so that 
unburned gases will not pass over 
the valve during combustion. 

To obtain smooth engine opera-

tion without loss of power, the vol- 
ume of charge must be so distrib- 
uted with respect to the spark plug 
position as to obtain as nearly as 
possible uniform acceleration in the 
rate of pressure rise up to the max- 
imum rate without excessive in-

“The trouble is,” he 
“that most companies are hap- 
hazard about their accessory line 
We are going about the sale of parts 
and equipment in a systematic and 
efficient manner, and we are getting 
results.” 

In Mr. Bennet’s opinion, any com- 
pany can duplicate the record made 
by his company. “The accessory de- 
partment should not be regarded as 
a side line. Anything which brings 
in profit is part of the business. and 
deserves consideration We can't 
expect the customer to buy and 
sell himself; the organization must 
do the selling. When it comes to 
parts and equipment, the organiza- 
tion sometimes forgets this import- 
ant principle 

“We handle,” he continued. 
“Cadillac and La Salle automobiles.

In our showroom, prominently 
automobile — with radiator cap, 
Lorraine light, deuble wind shield, 
flower vase, blankets, automobile 
umbrella, protection hood, etc. 
When an automobile is purchased, 
our salesmen are directed to get in 
touch with me and I show the 
purchaser the fully equipped auto- 
mobile and try to sell him the 
parts he needs.”

Mr. Bennett warned against sell- | 
ing customers parts from which they | 


will not have their money's worth in 
use. “This is poor policy,” he said. 


“When this is done, the purchaser | 
is dissatisfied, which is very bad for | 


all concerned.” 

Mr. Bennett advised against over- 
stocking, urging conservative order- 
ing, declaring he can sell out all his 
stock within thirty days. The rea- 
son for this, he said, was that mod- 
els were constantly changing and 
that new devices were always being 
perfected and put on the market. 

“When a new part comes in,” Mr 
Bennett said, “we make our sales- 
men and testers thoroughly familiar 
with it. Our testers we regard as 
key men, although we expect and 
get co-operation from the entire 
organization. It is the tester who 
comes in contact with the customer, 
and he can point out to him how 
his automobile can be improved and 
how driving can be made more 
pleasant by the addition of some 
part or piece of equipment.” 

The organization holds monthly 
meetings of salesmen, testers and 
stockmen, with the object of keep- 


ing everybody reminded about the |

For the first fifteen days 
this month, 3,368 used vehicles 
were sold, as compared with 2,597 


@ year ago, an increase of 29.7 
per cent. During the entire 
month of February. 4,160 used 


cars were sold and dealers are 
confident the total list for the 
month of March will show a 30 to 


40 per cent. increase over Feb- 
ruary 

Ford sales thus far this month 
have accounted for 35 per cent. of 
the total, due to increased produc- 
tion at the local assembly plant, 
which stepped up its output to 140 
cars a day March 1. In spite of 
the increased production Ford 
dealers are far behind, according to 
C. A. Esslinger, manager of the lo- 
cal assembly plant. 

Dealers in all types of cars are 
in splendid shape, as regards in- 
ventories on both new and used 
vehicles. This is revealed in a 
careful survey which developed 
only two instances where used 
car stocks were said to be heavy

These five companies were Fire- 
stone, Goodrich, Goodyear, Lee and 
Seiverling, with Goodyear and Fire- 
stone accounting for more than 
three-fourths of the combined net 
income. 

These same companies in i927,

combined net income of $43,284,855, 
the total for 1928 being less than 
one-half that for 1927. 

Three other prominent tire manu- 
facturers reported profits for 1927, 
but suffered deficits last year. They 
were Fisk, Kelly-Sringfielad ana 
United States Rubber.

The A. D.N. Analyst 
Looks Them Over 


N this department will appear daily an analysis of one or more 
companies in, or closely allied to, the automotive industry, cover- 
ing the past history, present condition and future prospects of the 
companies so analyzed. It will be the purpose of the A. D. N. Analyst 
to deal with the smaller and less known manufacturing concerns, as 
well as with those more prominent, thereby giving analyses not to be 
found elsewhere. Readers who preserve their issues of Automotive 
Daily News will, through this department, build up a valuable fund 
of information about the financial standing of companies in the 


industry. 

he stock of the Advance-Rumely Company has 
climbed from 11 to a current level around 75 on the 

New York Stock Exchange since March, 1928. It is only 

natural that such an appreciation in market price should 

cause considerable speculation as to the cause and send 


statisticians digging into the records. 

This research first of all has shown that the sales of farm machinery 
in the past six months have exceeded previous estimates and that all 
indications point to a continuance of this neavy demand for tractors 
and agricultural implements through 1929. The industry as a whole is 
prosperous, and Advance-Rumley, as one of the largest manufacturers

It appears, on the basis of preliminary reports, that the com- 
pany in 1928 experienced the best year from an earnings standpoint 
since 1920, turning a deficit of $340,666 in 1927 into a net income of 
approximately $750,000. 

Financial condition of the company has been improved by the wiping 
ns since the end of 1926. 
Foreign sales are showing a substantial increase, advance orders for 
tractor, which the company is tast bringing into 
volume production, are heavy. The new lightweight “Oil Puller” tractors 
are in increasing demand. 

Another factor in the rise of this company’s stock has been the 
rumors of merger, more recently taking the form of a report that control 
of the company has been acquired by the J. I. Case Threshing Machine 
| Company, one of the stronger units of the industry. This latter report 
persists despite announcement by the company early in March that no. 
merger or negotiation for such was under way. 

And then, there have been the sensational gains made by the: stocks 
of other agricultural machinery companies in the past year, with 
Advance-Rumely in shape by virtue of its improved business in 1928, to 
take advantage of this factor. Deere & Co. common, for instance, 
was selling recently above $600 a share, compared with a low of $70 in 
1927. And Case common has been selling at close to $500 a share, come- 


| pared to a low of $132 in 1927. And both of these companies were, up to 
1927, 


in arrears as to their preferred dividends, as is the case with 
Advance-Rumely today. But those two companies have shown much 
greater comeback qualities than has Advance-Rumely. 

Just how far the metamorphosis which is now taking place in the 
company will carry it, remains to be seen. While the heavy bank loans 
have been paid off, preferred dividends will be in arrears on April 1, 1929,

cent., cumulative preferred stock outstanding. This is an arrearage of 
$3,843,750, against which to put the estimated earnings of $750,000 in 
1928, the best year since 1920. The 1928 net income, if the preliminary 
report proves correct, was just large enough to take care of the preferred 
stock requirements for one year. With this all applied as dividends, the 
arrearage on April 1, 1929, would still be $24.74, or slightly more than 
four years’ requirements. The company also owed at the end of 1928 
$3,000,000 on a collateral trust issue, this being part of a $5,000,000 credit 
arranged with the Commercial Investment Trust and which will mature 
in October, 1930. 

The biggest net income thus far reported by the company came 
in 1919, when it reached $2,420,000. Although the gross inocme from 
operations in 1920 was slightly higher than in 1919. the net income was 
about half, due to a large write-off through revaluation of inventories. 
The same factor accounted for much of the net loss of $1,960,000 
shown in 1921. A net of $137,611 was shown in 1922 and 1923 pro- 
duced another deficit, this time of $257,365. The net incomes in 1924, 
1925 and 1926 were $435,737, $540,577 and $440,369 respectively. 

No dividends have been paid on the common stock and none were 
paid on the preferred until it became cumulative in 1919. Payments ot 
$4.50 and $6 were made in 1919 and 1920, respectively, and then the 
arrearage began to pile up. The payment in 1921 was $5.25, and in each 
of the succeeding years to 1926, included, $3 was paid. No payment was 
made in 1927 or 1928. 

This business was originally established in 1853 as the M. Rumely 
Company. In 1911 it acquired the Gaar, Scott & Co. and the 
Advance Thresher Company, and in 1912 the American Abell Company 
of Toronto, Canada, and the Northwest Thresher Company of Stillwater, 
Minn. The company went into receivership in 1915, with Mr. Finley, 
now president, as receiver. Under his direction the Advance-Rumely 
Company was incorporated in 1915 as a successor to the old company, 
to which payment of $2,500,000 was made. The Advance-Runiley Thresher 
Company, a sales company, was also purchased by the new firm for 
$1,500,000. Advance-Rumely also owns Canadian Rumely Company, Ltd., 
| and in 1923 it purchased the inventories and receivables of the Aultman 
& Taylor Machinery Company of Ohio, which had been in business for 
sixty-five years. 

Manufacturing plants are located at La Porte, Ind., Battle Creek, 
Mich., and Toronto, Canada. The company has two wholesale dis- 
tributors in this country, the John M. Brant Company of Bushnell, Il.,
